Mr. Bryan had just passed through 
the door <>J the building aud was w alk­ 
ing tow ard his carriage, when four eggs 
whixaod at almost the same moment 
over his head and struck in the crowd 
beyond, which was w aiting to greot Mr. 
Bryan as he left the hall. 
One egg, 
which lacked a great deal of being fresh, 
struck Policeman Calkins squarely on 
the forehead and streamed down his 
faco. 
Calkins saw the man who threw 
the egg and made a rush for him. 
Myers was the only man whom he 
could catch, the others slipping away in 
the crowd. 
The hall was surrounded by a large 
crowd and as soon as it bocamo known 
that eggs had been thrown at Mr. Bryan 
excitem ent became intense. A hundred 
men made a rush for the prisoner, and 
it was only by desperate efforts th at Cul- 
kius managed to hold onto his prisoner. 
Several officers came to his assistance, 
and all the the officers were compelled 
to use their clubs, before the crowd 
would give ground and allow Myers to 
be placed in the patrol wagon. 
W hen locked up at the N orth avenue 
police station, Myers declared positively 
th at he had throw n no eggs ak Mr. 
Bryan. 
He said that in his anxiety to 
obtain a good view of tho candidate as 
he left the hall he had crowded close to 
the carriage aud th at the driver had 
struck him w ith the whip to make him 
stand back. 
He returned to where his 
companions were standing and they 
promptly hurled the eggs at the driver, 
and th at just as they did Mr. Bryan 
came through the doorway. 
Myers 
said he was a Democrat and wonld never 
have thought of throw ing eggs at the 
candidate of his party. 
He declined to give the names of his 
companions, aud could give no explana­ 
tion of why they had come to the m eet­ 
ing carrying bad eggs in their pockets.
